Is it because we are regenerated, having 
become new creatures in Christ Jesus, 
knowing Him as our personal Saviour? 

Is it because we believe in Divine heal- 
ing? 

Is it because we believe in the coming of 
the Lord Jesus? 

Is it because we believe in morality, 
building Christian character, good works, 
holiness, etc? 

NO! These are primary things, along 
with other fruits of the Spirit, but they 
are not the main reason. 

Many have come out of churches that 
believe all this, but they were not satis- 
fied. There was an emptiness, a lack, a 
hunger. Some came out of so-called sancti- 
fied movements, teaching a definite work 
of grace which gave great zeal and love 
for Christ and for lost souls; but such is 
not the main reason for existence of our 
great movement. 


What is it then? Many may not need the 
answer, but I am spirit-prompted to write 
this short article lest some laymen and min- 
isters alike should be beguiled into be- 
lieving the Pentecostal message and exper- 
ience are of secondary importance. If we 
do not have a distinct reason and experience 
for our movement, it were better, in some 
instances, that we had stayed in our form- 
er churches, for at least the surroundings 
would be more delightful and pleasing to 
the eye and ear, having well departmental- 
ized, beautiful churches, with lovely music, 
trained singers, fine intellectual discourses, 
and be among many people. However, 
our souls were not satisfied with this, 
and I believe it was a God-given dissatis- 
faction that His work might spread and 
the Gospel be preached in the power of the 
Holy Spirit to hungry multitudes every- 
where, for a Spirit-baptized person has 
power and zeal in working for the Lord, 
not willing to settle down and be content 
with his own experience but MUST tell 
others. 


However, people of other movements 
have great zeal, so what is the reason for 
our existence as a movement? It is the Bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, the recipient of 
which speaks in other tongues as the Spir- 
it gives utterance. Read that again! Are 
you Spirit-filled after the pattern of Acts 
2:4? Does the Spirit continue to work in 
and through you in the manifestation of 
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the fruit of the Spirit and the gifts of the 
Holy Ghost? Is this message the funda- 
mental one or secondary as far as you or 
your church is concerned? 

Let me say here, in all love, no one con- 
nected with our ministerial fellowship has 
a right to be with this movement unless he 
or she is thoroughly Pentecostal. It may 
be that we have let down our standards in 
membership by allowing people to come 
in on profession of faith in Christ, but no 
one can get into our ministry unless he or 
she is baptized in the Holy Ghost with the 
Bible evidence of speaking in other tongues 
as the Spirit gives utterance; and one 
should have a deep and free experience so 
he can constantly yield to the movings of 
the Holy Spirit. How else can one lead 
the people on into the Pentecostal exper- 
ience and blessing? 

The only excuse we have for existence 
as a movement is this experience which 
would not assimilate with others of our 
former “like precious faiths,” so persecu- 
tion, ridicule, scorn, coldness, and the 
breaking of fellowship pushed us out to 
begin a movement that has grown world- 
wide. 


In some churches it is “just another serv- 
ice,”—no life and loving devotion in the 
song service, no fire and zeal in prayer or 
testimony, and little in the pulpit, much 
less any gifts of the Spirit manifested, and 
nothing said about Pentecost or what it 
means. Recently in one church where the 
Spirit was manifested in a message and 
interpretation, and in praising and glori- 
fying God, it was said, “there has not been 
such a meeting in this church for over two 
years.” 


Oh Beloved, God is calling us back to 
the old paths of our faith in these days of 
war! Be not ashamed of the Gospel of 
Christ and the testimony of our Lord that 
“after that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you, ye shall receive yower to be my wit- 
nesses” (Acts 1:8). “If ye believe on me 
as the Scripture has said, out of your belly 
shall flow rivers of living water. This spake

Let us encourage our flocks to tarry, to 
wait for the promise of the Father. Let 
us preach more on the necessity of the Bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost and gifts of the 
Spirit being manifested in our churches;

N reading over the life of the apostle 
Paul, one is impressed by the spirit of 
joy which seems to dominate his life. Was 
it because his was a life free from sorrow, 
free from trouble? 
Was it because his sky 
was always blue, be- 
cause his sun was al- 
ways shining? It is 
said of Jesus that He 
was a man of sorrows 
and acquainted with 
grief; and in a very 
true sense this may be 
said of the apostle, too.

He knew what it was to be misunder- 
stood, to be misrepresented, to be treated 
with indifference and ingratitude, to be 
slandered, to be regarded with suspicion, 
to be hated, to be scorned, to be beaten, 
to be scourged, to be left for dead, to be 
lonely, to be hungry, to toil unceasingly 
for a thankless people. He knew what it 
was to be thrown into prison, yet in the 
midst of it all he says, “Rejoice evermore.” 
“In everything give thanks.” 


In reading over the experiences of Paul 
we are not left with a spirit of gloominess 
nor do we feel downcast, but rather, we 
feel helped by what he went through. He 
does not groan, nor does he murmur. He 
does not sob, nor does he sigh. He de- 
sires that we shall take courage. He says, 
“Took at me. Your experience is not ex- 
ceptional. You are not in a class by your- 
self,” for “All that will live godly in Christ 
Jesus shall suffer persecution.” He could 
say with a true heart, “I take pleasure in 
infirmites, in reproaches, in necessities, in 
persecution, in distresses for Christ’s sake.” 
He says he is “sorrowful, yet always re- 
joicing.” What a happy heart was his. 
His letter to the Philippian church writ- 
ten from prison, chained to a guard, has 
as its keynote the word “joy.” 


Truly Paul’s joy was not found in 
“things,” for he had neither silver nor gold. 
He had not even the ordinary so-called 
necessary things of life. He had no wife 
or children; he was without a home. He 
had no honored position. In his letter to 
the Hebrews, (presuming Paul wrote it) 
he says, “By him therefore let us offer 
the sacrifice of praise to God continually, 
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that is, the fruit of our lips givng thanks 
to his name.” How graphically this is il- 
lustrated in the apostle’s experience in the 
Philippian jail, when, after having been 
beaten, his clothes torn from him, with his 
feet fast in the stocks, at the midnight 
hour, we hear him praying and singing 
praises unto God. That was the sacrifice 
of praise. 

Let us look at a few of these “joys” 
of the apostle. He was filled with the joy 
of hope. He speaks of our “light affliction, 
which is but for a moment.” Our afflic- 
tion is but for sixty seconds when compared 
with the eternity of glory. Hope wears a 
radiant face for it knows that there are 
better things ahead. Hallelujah! 

He experienced the joy of memory. He 
possessed little: a few books, a cloak; yet 
he treasured the years that had gone by. 
As he looked back over his life he remem- 
bered the mercies of the Lord; the good- 
ness of God in arresting him on the road 
to Damascus; the glorious revelation given 
him by and of the Lord Jesus Christ. He 
remembered the time he was “caught up 
into Paradise and heard unspeakable 
words, which it is not lawful for a man 
to utter.” By looking over the past his 
joyfulness was fed. 

Then there was the joy of friendship. 
How Paul loved his friends. How he 
loved the church of the living God. Two 
of the tenderest verses in his epistles are, 
“For what is our hope, or joy, or crown 
of rejoicing? Are not even ye in the 
presence of our Lord Jesus Christ at his 
coming? For ye are our glory and joy.” 
Paul was alone only on rare occasions. He 
loved the brethren. He wanted to be with 
them to share their joy. He wanted them 
to share his joy. He experienced the joy 
of helping others. His life was one of 
unselfish living. Christ filled first place in 
his life; others second place; self, last place. 
No matter how vexatious their conduct, 
he loved them. He told the church at 
Thessalonica that it was life to him if 
they stood fast in the Lord. To the Cor- 
inthians he said they were in his heart in 
death and in life alike. 

And what joy of victory was the apos- 
tle’s. What a note of triumph is his when 
he exclaims, “We are more than con- 
querors through him that loved us.” He 


conquered every form of bodily opposi- 
tion and every form of mental suffering. 
He gazes into the valley of the shadow and 
cries, “O grave, where is thy victory?” It 
matters not whether he lives or dies. He 
has put death under his feet. And he 
goes on at last through the gates of death 
shouting, “I have fought a good fight, I 
have finished my course, I have kept the 
faith.” What a victorious home-going was 
his! 

A joyless life was inconceivable to Paul, 
and may we too as believers, know how 
to be happy in the Lord. Injustice and 
suffering may be our lot, but may we 
allow nothing to silence the hallelujahs of 
our hearts.

Biblical Comic Book 


When Junior plunks down a dime this 
week for one of the 135 hair-raising, death- 
defying, chill-and-thrill colored comic 
books on which he cuts his literary teeth, 
All-American Comics, Inc. hopes he will 
choose their new “Picture Stories From 
the Bible.” Similar in color, size, and for- 
mat but slightly less lurid than other com- 
ics, this first of a series on the Old Testa- 
ment will try to do for sacred Scripture 
what Popeye did for spinach; make it 
palatable to the juvenile taste. 

In the current 64-page issue are stories 
of Noah, Joseph, Moses, Saul, Ruth, Jo- 
nah, and Esther. Their clothes are biblical 
enough, but the women’s hair-do’s and the 
language tends to be A.D. 1942. “Here the 
latest, men,” comments one of Noah’s 
neighbors before the flood, “crazy old No- 
ah’s got his relatives shut in the ark with 
him. What’s wrong with him?” 

Although the publishers have hitherto 
chronicled the miracles of such secular 
characters as the Hawkman, the Wildcat, 
Mr. Terrific, and Wonder Woman, their 
latest project is clothed in a satisfactory 
aura of religious approval. Its writer and 
its artist—Montgomery Mulford, author 
of juvenile pieces for church papers, and 
Don Cameron, ex-Disney man—both teach 
Sunday School. Before publication the 
comics got Catholic sanction and approval 
from an advisory board of prominent Prot- 
estants and Jews. 

Because All-American’s avowed purpose 
is to supplement rather than supplant the 
Bible, each story is prefaced with appro- 
priate citations for finding it in the Old 
Testament. 

Before its debut, the colored-comic Bible 
idea was tested on 12 and 13-year-olds. 
Many children approved, “I like it very 
much because the other crime and mystery 
stories make me talk in my sleep.” “It gives 
us a better picture of our Lord and His life 
in heaven.” “Grown-ups might see them 
around the house and become interested in 
them also.” 

The publishers are limiting the first issue 
to 10,000 copies. Should the idea take hold, 
they will next do the New Testament, and 
eventually may try to sel! the books direct 
to Sunday Schools as supplemental Bible 
teaching.

The sin offering was dealt with differ- 
ently. Only the fat of the sin offering was 
burnt on the altar; the rest of the carcass 
was burned outside the camp. Whereas, of 
the peace offering a certain portion was 
given to the priest, and the rest was eaten 
by the family. These offerings set forth 
different aspects of the Lord Jesus Christ 
in His redemptive work. 


“This is the law of the burnt offering: 
It is the burnt offering, because of the 


| burning upon the altar all night unto the 
| morning, and the fire of the altar shall be 


burning in it.” That is to say that only

In The Burnt Offering 
If you want the fire to be kept burning 


' you must bring the burnt offering. 


Verses 10-13: “And the priest shall put 


on his linen garments, and his linen 


' breeches shall be put upon his flesh, and 


take up the ashes which the fire hath con- 


' sumed with the burnt offering on the altar, 
‘and he shall put them beside the altar. 
» And he shall put off his garments, and put 


on other garments, and carry forth the 
ashes without the camp unto a clean place. 


And the fire upon the altar shall be burn- 


\ ing in it; it shall not be put out; and the 
- priest shall burn wood on it every morning, 


and lay the burnt offering in order upon 


it; and he shall burn thereon the fat of the 


peace offerings. The fire shall ever be 
burning upon the altar; it shall never go 
out.” 

Now the word “burnt” in the ninth 
verse indicates an ascending offering be- 
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cause it is sending up a sweet savour unto 
the Lord. It is a different Hebrew word 
from the “burnt” of the sin offering. The 
burnt sin offering was a loathsome, dis- 
tasteful, awful thing—because it was sin- 
laden. The ascending burnt offering was 
a sweet savour to God. I believe our Sav- 
iour sets forth the two aspects. .He is not 
only the sin-cursed One who bore our sins, 
but also the acceptable One. In His wor- 
thiness and fitness and excellence we may 
approach the Father. 

It was called a burnt offering because it 
was wholly burnt upon the altar. Every bit 
of the burnt offering was burned. They 
killed an animal, whether it was a full 
grown sheep, or a lamb, or a turtle dove, 
upon the altar. There is no use consider- 
ing these things if we do not get the 
application. It sets forth 
Wholehearted, Entire, Complete Surrender 

and Yieldedness to God 

So I give my heart to God that a heav- 
enly flame may consume it, and that there 
may ascend a sweet savour to God. 

There was a lamb offered in the morn- 
ing, and another lamb in the evening, a 
continual burnt offering. And the sweet 
savour ascended, a sweet smell to God 
from the sacrificial altar. I pray it may be 
so with us, that from our hearts and lives 
there may ever ascend to God a sweet 
savour to His glorious and wonderful 
name. If He is satisfied, what else matters? 

The Apostle Paul said, “For me to live 
is Christ, and to die is gain... . What I 
choose I wot not. For I am in a strait be- 
twixt two, having a desire to depart, and to 
be with Christ.” (Phil. 1:21-23.) “I don’t 
know how to make a choice, whether to 
stay here in the body longer or to slip away 
and be with Christ.” However, he heard 
about so many squabbles in the churches, 
he decided to stay and preach a while 
longer. He said, “To abide in the flesh is 
more needful for you.” Otherwise, if he 
had his choice he would have slipped off 
to be with Christ. Whatever he did, he 
lived to glorify God. 

We are continually in need of men and 
women who will offer their lives in the 
name of Jesus, and who will be reckless for 
and obedient to God, who will burn unto 
God a sweet savour. Whatever the ob- 


stacles, whatever the difficulties, none of 
these things moved him. Whatever the op- 
position, he said, “None of these things 
move me, neither count I my life dear unto 
myself, so that I might finish my course 
with joy.” (Acts 20:24.) 

Let us present our bodies a living sacri- 
fice, holy, acceptable unto God. Let us not 
be conformed to this world: but let us be 
transformed. “Conform” means to run 
along with, but “transform” means to cut 
across. Do not run along with the untre- 
generate of this age, but be “transformed 
by the renewing of your mind.” 

Burnt Offerings Are Costly 

When David bought the temple site 
from the Jebusite, Ornan wanted to give 
it to him. He said that he would be glad 
to give it. But David said, “I will give 
the full price. I will not offer to my God 
a burnt offering that costs me nothing.” 
Burnt offerings cost something. Tears of 
surrender may often be the price paid. The 
only way to keep the altar fire burning is 
to yield ourselves to God upon the altar 
continually. 

Was there ever such a burnt offering 
as Christ? At just about the time he was 
to be arrested He said to His disciples, 
“But that the world may know that I love 
the Father . . Arise, let us go hence.” 
(John 14:31). He was going to the Gar- 
den to be betrayed and arrested and doom- 
ed to death. Oh, what a sweet smell, how 
He gave Himself for us, a sacrifice, an 
offering to God! 

The time has come when we must fill 
up that which is behind in the sufferings 
of Christ in His body which is the Church. 
It seems to be as necessary today for 
people to fill up the measure of the suffer- 
ings of Christ as in the apostolic days. 
It needs the same vieldedness, the same 
obedience, the same consecration, the same 
self-sacrifice, to fill up the measure of 
the sufferings of Christ today.

Stupy XXVI 


The First Fruits of the New Nation, the 
\ 


Six Angels, and the Son of Man. 
Chapter 14 


In the sixth chapter, we read of the seal- 
ing of the 144,000—12,000 of each of the 


_ tribes of Israel. The object of the sealing 


was that they might be preserved in the 


_ midst of the plagues of the tribulation 


‘ 


period. Here we have a picture of that 
period, not one of them missing. This 


- group is not, as some would have us believe, 


a different group; this is the same group. 


_ The object of the Lord in preserving them 
_ was that they might constitute the nucleus 


of the new nation to which our Lord said 


the kingdom would be given (Matt. 21: 
_ 43). This vision of the preserved remnant 
_ is by way of anticipation. Not until we 


get to the 19th chapter do we have a pic- 
ture of the coming of the Lord in glory. 
But the vision here is a vision of this group 
of the sealed of Israel after the Lord shall 


have come, and shall have taken His place 


_ upon the earthly Mt. Zion, where He is to 


reign over Israel and over all the nations 
for a thousand years. 


I. The First Fruits of the New Nation. 
Study Jer. 18:1-4 
The lesson Jeremiah was taught in the 
potter’s house is that God does not mend 
what man has marred. He does not mend 


the heart that man has marred by sin; He 


gives to man a new heart. He is not going 


to mend the nation of Israel; He is going 


to make a new nation, and to that new na- 
tion He will give the kingdom. He did not 
mend “the world that then was”; that 
world, “being overflowed with water, per- 


ished” (2 Peter 3:6). And He is not going 


to mend “the heavens and the earth which 
now are”; it is distinctly stated in the 
Word that they “are reserved unto fire 
against the day of judgment and perdi- 
tion of ungodly men,” that “the heavens 
shall pass away with a great noise, and 
the elements shall melt with fervent heat, 
the earth also and the works that are 
therein shall be burned up” (2 Peter 3:10). 
Out of the purified material of the earth 
that now is, material that will have been 
purified by fire, God will make the new 
earth. So out of the purified remnant, 


purified by the fires of the tribulation 
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period, God will make the new nation to 
which the kingdom will be given. 

Note what we read here concerning the 
sealed ones who will constitute the nucleus 
of the new nation: 


1. They kept themselves from the out- 
standing sin of the day. That outstanding 
sin will be fornication. It will be a part 
of the religious system under Antichrist 
as it is a part of heathen worship in many 
places at the present time. The meaning 
of the words, “These are they which were 
not defiled with women; for they are vir- 
gins,” is not that they lived in celebacy, 
but that they kept themselves clean; they 
were not guilty of adultery or fornication 
or any sex sin. 

2. They follow the Lamb whithersoever 
He goeth. Notice that this is in the present 
tense. It does not mean that they will be 
followers of the Lamb prior to His coming, 
but that they will be looking for the advent 
of Messiah, and that, when our Lord shall 
come, they will welcome Him as their 
Messiah, and will follow Him. They will 
be His sheep in that day. He said, “My 
sheep hear my voice, and I know them, 
and they follow Me.” (John 10:27). 

3. They were redeemed from the earth, 
redeemed from among men, being the first 
fruits unto God and to the Lamb. Read 
Matt. 13:44. The field was the world; the 
treasure hid in the field was Israel; the 
man who sold all that he had and bought 
the field was Christ. The word rendered 
“redeemed” means purchased. 

4. In their mouth the lie was not found. 
All the best texts, instead of reading, “In 
their mouth was found no guile,” read, “In 
their mouth was not found falsehood.” 
The definite article is not found here in 
the Greek, but it can be supplied from 2 
Thess. 2:11, where, instead of reading as 
in the A. V., “God shall send them strong 
delusion that they should believe a lie,” 


_we should read, “God will be sending them 


an operation of deception, that they should 
believe the falsehood,” or the lie. By the 
lie, as Bullinger has pointed out, is meant 
“the Lie that it is right to set God’s laws 
at defiance by adopting the practices of 
the new religion framed by the infernal 
trinity of Satan, the Beast, and the False 
Prophet.” 

5. They were blameless. The words “be- 


fore the throne of God” should be omitted, 
as they are not found in the best texts. The 
R. V. gives us this rendering, “And in their 
mouth was found no lie: they are without 
blemish.” And Moffatt renders it, “And 
on their lips no lie was ever detected; they 
are stainless.” All modern translators agree 
that the words “before the throne of God” 
should be omitted. The scene is not in 
heaven, but upon earth. Not on the heav- 
enly Mt. Zion, but upon the earthly Mt. 
Zion, where the headquarters of the king- 
dom of the Son of man will be established 
after our Lord shall have come in glory. 


II, The Six Angels and the Son of Man. 
Verses 6-20 


Here are seven personages introduced, 
the Son of man in the center; three angels 
on each side: seven in all. 

1. The first angel (ver. 6, 7). Notice 
(1) The preacher: an angel. (2) His pul- 
pit: the midst of heaven. (3) His theme: 
the everlasting gospel. (4) His congre- 
gation: them that dwell on the earth, every 
nation, kindred, tongue, people. 

2. The second angel (ver. 8). The Baby- 
lon we read of here is the Babylon the 
downfall of which is recorded prophetically 
in chapter 17. Here the announcement of 
the fall is by way of anticipation. 

3. The third angel (ver. 9-11). Mark 
the fact that there will be no hope of the 
salvation of any who worship the Anti- 
christ, or, his image, or receive his mark. 
Here is a warning the earth-dwellers at the 
time of the end will do well to heed. It 
will be impossible for one in that day to 


- be neutral. To the “new order” that the 


Antichrist will have introduced every man 
will have to subscribe; to refuse to do so 
will mean death; and to do so will mean 
damnation. 

Following the announcement of the third 
angel, the Holy Spirit has caused to be 
written the parenthesis found in verses 12, 
13. These words are especially for the 
encouragement of saints who shall be 
found living in that day. They have no 
rest day or night who worship the beast 
and his image; but they who refuse to do 
so, and die as a result of such refusal, rest 
from their labours, and the word which is 
here rendered labours is four times ren-

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Let Not Thy Holy Spirit Depart From Us 


(2 Kings 2:1-15) 

Elijah’s earthly life and ministry were 
fast drawing to a close. Very soon he was 
to be transported heavenward in a fiery 
chariot drawn by flaming steeds. What a 
tribute to a life that had had so much fire 
connected with it in every way! 

As Elijah trudges along that dusty road 
of Samaria to keep his final appointment 
with the Lord whom he has served so faith- 
fully, a younger man can be seen walking 
at his side. The two are engaged in deep 
conversation as they walk along. 

“‘Tarry here, I pray thee’ . . . there is 
no use of your following me clear to 
Bethel; we can say goodbye just as well 
right here,” says the elderly Elijah. 

“Not so,” replies Elisha, the younger 
man, “where you go, I go.” 

Through Bethel they walk, down 
through Jericho, and out east to the Jor- 
dan river. Twice more in the course of 
their journey Elijah endeavors to dissuade 
the younger man from following him. He 
as much as says to Elisha, “You know that 
the Lord is taking me home today—there is 
nothing you can hope to gain by following 
me. Tarry here, please.” 

But young Elisha knows better. By his 
intimate association with Elijah he knows 
how close his master has lived to God. He 
has seen a little and heard much more of 
the miraculous ministry Elijah has had. 
He knows full well that all Elijah has ac- 
complished has been done by the Spirit of 
God. More than that, some spiritual in- 
stinct within his heart senses that the power 
Elijah possesses will likewise be his if he 
only stays near his master. 


He reasons, “I have served God well 
under Elijah; now the Lord is taking him 
home. From this day on I will be the 
prophet in Israel, but how can I be a true 
prophet unless the same Spirit that rests 
on Elijah rests on me?” Young Elisha 
had learned early that it was not by might, 
nor by power, but by the Spirit of the 
Lord! Moreover he knew that the blessing 
of God came only after a definite conse-

cration had been made and a genuine go- 
through spirit had been manifested. Had 
it not been that when Jacob wrestled with 
the man of God that he had received the 
blessing? Hannah had poured out her 
heart to the Lord—then it was that her 
petition was granted. So it had been count- 
less other times. No, he was not allowing 
Elijah out of his sight. 

The two approached Jordan. Elijah 
whips his mantle across the waters, and 
they begin to divide. It is the last miracle 
he is to perform; and no doubt this more 
than ever convinces Elisha of his absolute 
need of the Spirit of God. 

As they cross the river bed, Elijah turns 
to the younger man, “All right, Elisha, 
what do you want? You’ve been hanging 
to me like a leach. Name your request.” 

Elisha knew what he wanted. He didn’t 
hesitate a second. “I pray thee, let a double 
portion of thy spirit be upon me.” 

It was a hard request, Elijah said, but if 
Elisha should see him taken home the re- 
quest would be granted. From that mo- 
ment his eyes were fairly glued upon Elijah 
for “how could he possibly do without the 
Spirit of God in his life?” 

Then it was all over in a flash! The fiery 
steeds racing toward them—the chariot 
of fire—Elijah swept from the earth—and 
the whirlwind mounting them ever higher 
until they were gone out of his sight in a 
few brief seconds. But he had seen Elijah 
go. His request had been granted. There 
was Elijah’s mantle on the ground to prove 
it. Quickly he picks it up and starts for 
Jordan’s banks. 


As he reaches the river’s edge, without 
hesitation he lifts the mantle and strikes 
the water. “Where is the Lord God of 
Elijah?” he cries and the waters begin to 
roll back. The same Spirit that rested on 
the elderly Elijah is now resting on youth- 
ful Elisha to enable him to carry on the 
crusade of righteousness in a land full of 
iniquity. An older generation had passed 
on, but the same Spirit was resting on the 
succeeding generation because there had 


been made the consecration which retained 
the Spirit of God. 

Day after day as this fearless young 
prophet wends his way up and down the 
land seeing countless miracles under his 
own ministry, he realizes anew each day 
how absolutely indispensable is the Spirit 
of God. 


Today we as Christ’s Ambassadors stand 
in much the same place that Elisha stood 
before Elijah was taken from him. Many 
of our older brethren who were in the early 
days of this Latter Rain outpouring have 
been taken from us. As each year passes 
it becomes increasingly evident that if Jesus 
tarries more and more of them shall leave 
us. We have sat in the shadow of their 
ministry. We have heard the Spirit- 
anointed teaching. We have seen the 
power of God manifested in their ministry. 
In our churches we have seen the spirit of 
God working as the older saints have ad- 
ministered the affairs of the church. God 
indeed has been good to us as a movement. 
But now one by one, older ones, because 
of necessity, will be relinquishing their 
positions and places. Another generation 
must be prepared to step in to take those 
places of responsibility. And 

C. A.s—We Are That Generation!! 

Sometimes as I think about the responsi- 
bility that is falling on us more heavily 
year by year, I fairly tremble, and the cry 
of my heart is, “O, Lord, keep us as young 
people true to that heavenly vision that 
you gave to our fathers and mothers and 
elders—keep us true to the vision that 
you have also allowed to flash across our 
pathways.”

In our America we hear a great deal of 
talk about sacrifice. Our President has 
called upon all to sacrifice and he has indi- 
cated that it will involve much sacrifice 
to win the war. 


Disciples Vs. Liquor 

“We are becoming crude, crass, whisky- 
drinking, profane people. Our women are 
becoming immodest and our men don’t 
care.’—From an address by Rev. Dr. Nor- 
man Vincent Peale, pastor of the Marble 
Collegiate Reformed Church in New York 
City. 

Increasing consumption of alcoholic liq- 
uor has reached a point where it is a men- 
ace to both our people and the national ef- 
fort. We are gravely concerned over 
evidences of increasing consumption of 
alcohol in the city of Washington. Bureau 
of Internal Revenue figures show that the 
per capita consumption of alcohol in the 
District of Columbia increased from 3.8 
to 4.26 gallons between June 30, 1939 and 
June 30, 1940—From the annual report 
of the Disciples of Christ Church. 

With such curtain-raisers, the 91st in- 
ternational convention of the Disciples of 
Christ meeting in Grand Rapids, Mich., 
swung the weight of its 8,000 churches be- 
hind the movement to dry up the nation in 


this war as in the last. As a starter, the 
convention voted to urge Congress to pass 
the Sheppard Bill, which would forbid 
the sale of alcoholic beverages in military 
areas (Newsweek, May 11) and called up- 
on all churches to work for national pro- 
hibition “for the duration of the war.” 

Actively promoting the issue was Mrs. 
Ida B. Wise Smith, who is not only nation- 
al president of the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union but an ordained min- 
ister of the denomination. But the 3,000 
delegates needed no promotion, for the 
1,500,000 to 2,000,000 members they rep- 
resent are known for temperance. 

How Much Is A Billion Dollars??? 

If you had started at the beginning of 
the Christian era to spend at the rate of 
$1,000 a day and kept it up continuous- 
ly, your total expenditures to August 
1, 1942 would amount to about $709,163,- 
000. To reach a one billion-dollar total at 
this rate, you would have to go on spending 
$1,000 a day for another 796 years or 
until A.D. 2739. 

American war commitments since June 
1940 amount to more than 228 billions 
($228,811,233,542) —nearly half again as 
much as the United States spent from the 
day it was founded until June 30, 1940, 
including its five major wars: the War of 
1812, the Mexican War, the Civil War, 
the Spanish-American War, and the first 
World War. 


The Super Bomb 

A report from Britain regarding the 
soon release of a devastating new weapon 
is quoted in the June Evangelical Christian. 

“So terrible are the weapons in process of 
development or being striven for that the 
mind reels before the contemplation of 
the havoc that may shortly be wrought in 
the earth,” says that paper. The British 
paper telling of the new bomb concludes: 
“The final assault on Nazi Europe will 
probably come when the super bomb can 
be turned out in great numbers. Immed- 
iately atomic war is unleashed, war will be 
ended. There will only be two choices left 


to mankind, peace or the end of the 
world.” 


Priorities On The Altar 

The war hit home hard in the churches 
last week, particularly in the Roman Cath- 
olic churches. As of June 23, the manufac- 
ture of crucifixes, candlesticks, rosaries, 
medals and the like was sharply restricted 
by a War Production Board ban on the 
use of copper, brass, aluminum, alloy steel, 
and other critical materials for such 
“church goods.”—Newsweek.

burnt offerings that you bring you shall 
feed the flame and cause to ascend to God 
a sweet savour. 

All the fire in the rituals of Israel was 
supernatural. In fact, when anybody came 
to offer a strange fire the flame of God 
burned him up. When Nadab and Abi- 
hu came with strange fire, there went out 
fire from the Lord and devoured them. 
The entire ritual of the tabernacle was 
supernatural, miraculous. If you will read 
Leviticus 9, you will find that when they 
offered the first sin offering, and then the 
burnt offering, they did not ignite them 
with natural fire, but “there came a fire 
out from before the Lord, and consumed 
upon the altar the burnt offering and the 
fat.” It was the business of those priests 
to see that that supernatural fire never 
went out. As they traveled through the 
desert they were careful to take the super- 
natural fire with them. Ceaseless vigil was 
demanded to keep that supernatural fire 
burning. All the fire in the tabernacle was 
supernatural. There was the seven-branch- 
ed lampstand whose lamps were burning 
all the time. When the fire fell on the sac- 
rifice they carried it in censers and lighted 
the lamps therewith. The same was done 
for the fire that burned on the incense 
altar. There was to be no strange fire. 


There Is No Substitute for Fire of God 
All the fire for the ritual of the Taber- 


nacle was taken from the altar. The al- 
tar was foursquare. It was the largest 
piece of furniture in the tabernacle. In 
fact, it was so large, that all the other 
vessels could have been put inside of it. 
The brazen altar is God’s big type of 
Calvary. We must get all the flame from 
the mighty Sacrifice on Calvary. Say 
what you like about these “tongues” peo- 
ple. I declare to you there is no one on 
earth that can preach the atonement of 
the blood of Jesus Christ like Spirit-filled 
people. They may make a lot of mistakes, 
but the Holy Ghost has come to set these 
truths on fire. Some people are funda- 
mental; but you can be fundamental and 
yet be as dry as Ezekiel’s bones. Be funda- 
mental and get the fire! 


The lampstand gave the only light in 
the holy place. In the holiest of all they 
had the Shekinah glory. I believe it rep- 
resents our testimony. “Let your light so 
shine before men, that they may see your 
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good works.” (Matt. 5:16). If we are to 
have the right witness for God in this 
darkened age, we must have oil and fire. 
We must get all the flame from that 
place where the mighty fire of God fell 
and revealed to us the love of God in 
Christ, and the mighty atoning work of 
Christ. There must be a witness. Paul 
wrote, “I am determined to know nothing 
among you save Jesus Christ, and Him 
crucified.” 

The incense altar stood before the veil. 
On it the incense was burned. Snecially 
appointed spices beaten small were taken 
to this altar. But even these special spices 
could emit no sweetness without the fire. 
So they went to the brazen altar to get the 
fire to light the incense, and quickly there 
was liberated a sweet savour by means of 
the fire from the altar of the burnt offer- 
ing. 

Incense represents prayer, praise, and 
worship. This means we cannot worship 
God as we should unless we are Spirit 
filled people. One reason why God has 
filled believers with the Holy Ghost is to 
make us 

Extravagant Worshippers 


A worshipper is one who is lost in con- 
templation. There must be devotion and 
utter yieldedness to His will. If our testi- 
mony is to be what it should be, if our 
witness is to be as glorious as the Lord 
wants it to be, we must have the fire. If 
the prayer and worship are to be what 
God desires, we must have the fire. There 
is no substitute. Strange fire God will not 
tolerate. We must have a spark of blaz- 
ing fire from Him who died on the tree 
and rose again from the dead. When the 
fire burns low the prayer-life and the wit- 
ness are affected. 

Israel’s religion was miraculous, super- 
natural. The Shekinah glory dwelt in the 
supernatural fire. The fire on the incense 
altar found its source from the God-sent 
flame. Let us apply that to our hearts. We 
must have the supernatural flame; other- 
wise the lampstand and incense altar of 
our lives will not burn. 

As there were constant relays of priests 
whose business it was to watch the fire 
that it did not go out, so must we watch 
the flame. The Scripture says “Ye also, 
as lively stones, are built up a spiritual 
house, and holy priesthood, to offer up 
spiritual sacrifices, acceptable to God by 
Jesus Christ.” (1 Peter 2:5). The fire 


must never go out.

If we would keep this fire burning we. 


must do what those priests did. We have 
to remove the ashes if you wish the fire 


to keep burning. The “ashes” are has- 
beens—what used to be. Did you ever hear« 
people tell how they used to be on fire, 
how they used to have street meetings, how 
they used to have a Sunday School class, | 
and what wonderful times they used to 


have. That is all ashes. When one begins - 


to tell what he used to be, that presuppos- |} 
es that it is not so now. One reason why |} 


God took Elijah was because he was tell- 


ing what good times they had before. 


“The priest shall burn wood on it every 
morning.” Not only was he to remove the 


ashes but wood had to be brought and put | 
on to keep the fire burning. That repre- 


sented the human side. Find a man or 
woman who does not read the Scriptures 


and pray, and you'll find one whose fire is - 
- fairly well gone out. 


The Fire Must Be Fed 


It will not do to say that you yielded 
to God twenty years ago. It is a continual 
yield to God that counts. Tears of sur- 
render, broken wills, and yieldedness to 
the will of God, when spread upon His 
altar feed the flame. Mary of Bethany 
brought an alabaster box of precious spike- 
nard. Some called it waste, but she broke 
the box of ointment, poured it on the feet 
of Jesus, and the house was filled with 
the odor. 


“Let us offer the sacrifice of praise to 


God continually, that is, the fruit of our 
lips giving thanks to his name. But to do 
good and to communicate forget not: for 
with such sacrifices God is well pleased.” 
(Heb. 13:15-16). 


“There is just one enemy I can’t afford 
to have,” said a young man who was in 
a position in business where many influ- 
ences came to his daily life. 

“Who is that?” asked his companion, 
“Mr. ?” naming a man of prom- 
inence who was suspected of influencing 
other men overmuch for his own interests.

dered trouble and once weariness. And

The blessing pronounced upon “the dead 
which die in the Lord” has its application 
today, but the special application is for 
the saints who shall be living in the trying 
days at the time of the end. 

4. The Son of man (ver. 14). It is in- 
teresting to compare the first and last 
references in the New Testament to the 
Son of man. The first is in Matt. 8:20, 
and the last is here. When he was here in 
the flesh, He had “not where to lay His 
head,” and men crowned Him in mockery 
with a crown of thorns; when He shall 
come at the end of the age, He will come 
seated upon a cloud (He “maketh the 
clouds His. chariot,” Ps. 104:3) and a 
crown of gold upon His head. “Thou 
settest a crown of pure gold on His head.” 

(Ps. 21:3). 

5. The fourth angel (ver. 15,16). Note 
the rendering in the R. V., “And another 
angel came out from the temple, crying 
with a great voice to him that sat on the 
cloud, Send forth thy sickle, and reap: 
for the hour to reap is come; for the 
harvest of the earth is over-ripe (marg. 
dried up). And he that sat on the cloud 
cast his sickle upon the earth; and the 
earth was reaped.” Read Matt. 13:36-39. 
The harvest will be judicial; the actual 
reapers will be the angels. It has been ob- 
jected that He who sat upon the cloud 
could scarcely have been the Lord Himself 
as He appears to be under the orders of 
an angel; but it should be observed that 
the angel does not command the Sitter 
upon the cloud; the angel prays to Him. 
It is doubtless true that, not only do angels 
praise the Lord; they pray to Him. And 
here the angel that “came out from the 
temple” prayed, “crying with a great voice 
to Him that sat on the cloud.” Our Lord, 
when He was here in the flesh, “offered 
up prayers and supplications with strong 
crying and tears” (Heb. 5:7), and it ap- 
pears that angels, desperately earnest, 
cry when they pray. 

6. The fifth angel (ver. 17). The 
fourth angel is connected with the harvest, 
this fifth angel with the vintage. The 
vintage will follow the harvest. Each will 
be judicial in its nature. 

7. The sixth angel (ver. 18-20). This 
angel “came out from the altar,” the brazen 
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altar, and “had power over fire,” the fire 
of the altar. Upon the brazen altar sacri- 
fices were offered, and the sacrifices were 
the substitutes of those for whom they were 
offered. The fire that consumed the sacri- 
fice was the fire that would have consumed 
the one for whom the sacrifice was offered 
had not the substitute taken that one’s 
place, dying and being consumed in that 
one’s stead. Here judgment in its worst 
form is to be meted out to the earth- 
dwellers who will have failed to take 
advantage of the fact that a substitute in 
the person of Christ was offered on their 
behalf. By “the vine of the earth” we are 
to understand the whole religious system 
in the coming crisis. It was the design of 
God that Israel should be a fruit-bearing 
vine. Read Ps. 80:8-11; Isa. 5:1-7; and 
note the fact that in Jeremiah’s day, God 
declared that Israel “had turned into the 
degenerate plant of a strange vine” (Jer. 
2:21). Read also our Lord’s parable in 
in Matt. 21:33-41. The nation of Israel 
climaxed its iniquity by crucifying the 
Messiah, and God “let out His vineyard 
unto other husbandmen.” During this 
church age He has been taking out from 
among the nations a people for His name 
(Acts 15:14). This age, like every other 
age, is to end in apostasy that will call for 
judgment. After the rapture of the saints 
“the mystery of iniquity” will head up in 
the Antichrist, and the religious system 
under him; and then “the times of the 
Gentiles” will be fulfilled. The “stone cut 
out without hands” will smite the image, 
representing Gentile world-dominion, and 
the whole image will be broken into pieces 
(Dan. 2:31-45), and “the God of heaven 
shall set up a kingdom, which shall never 
be destroyed.” 


In what we read here, in Revelation, 
concerning the harvest and the vintage, we 
find epitomized the final judgments which 
are to take place when the vials filled with 
the wrath of God shall be poured out. So 
terrible will be the nature of these judg- 
ments that they well nigh baffle descrip- 
tion. Language fails in an attempt to 
describe the glory which is to be the in- 
heritance of the saints, and it likewise fails 
in any effort that is made to adequately 
describe the judgments of the earth-dwel- 
lers at the time of the end. Read Isa. 
63:1-6. And let us all thank God that it 
is not necessary for us to be here at this 
time of judgment. God has provided a 


way whereby we can escape judgment 


(John 5:24).
